, Continuation of 3. NOTE: The change from scrambling said set of uniformly spaced samples to scrambling said set of uniformly spaced 
mapped samples, for example in claim 1, raises the new issues that requires further search and consideration. Further, the specification 
does not disclose that the mapped samples are uniformly spaced. In fact, figures 4A and 4B shows the mapped samples X nonuniformly 
spaced. In addition, "said set of uniformly mapped samples" also lacks a proper antecedent basis. Further, "performing a statistical 
sampling experiment" , as disclosed in paragraph [0002] in the first page of the specification, is also to solve mathematical problems. 
Therefore, the proposed amendments to the claims fail to ovecome the rejection under 101, and thus do not materially reduce or simply 
the issues for appeal.
